Would it 
close the schools or employ incom- 
petent teachers? We can see but 
one answer to the question. We 
owe a greater duty to our own 
children than to the grown girls of 
our neighbors. 

Considering the money in the 
_ State school fund, Nevada owes to 

her children the best advantages of 
the closing years of the nineteenth 
century. If there are grown girls 
in the State capable of complying 
with the convitions, we urge with 
all our might and main that they 
have preference over the whole 


earth. If they are not capable, we’ 


respecifully but firmly refer them 
te an honorable occupation which 
offers them good homes and fair 
pay. If they are not fitted for 
teachers by nature or education, 
they must be capable in some other 
direction. There are vacancies in 
. hundreds of kitchens in this State 
for he, Ithy and honest young ladies, 
where they will receive good treat- 
ment and have every respect paid 
them. They will be none the less 
ladies because they cook and bake. 
Their mothers and grandmothers 
did it,+nd they married well and 
have no favors to ask of any one. 
One thing is certain, Nevada can 
not afford to make a charity hos- 
pital of her school system, »nd the 
GAZETTE has no more objection to 
seeing educated teachers brought 
in when they are needed for the 
improvement of our children than 
it has to the importing of thor- 
oughbred Merinos or Herefords.

‘SECRETARY WHITNEY’S REPORT. 


Eight Men Lose Their Lives 


in a Coal Mine. 


A TYPICAL FRENCH DUEL

Secretary Whitaey’s Kepert. 

WASHINGTON. Nov. 30.—Secre- 
tary Whitney has presented his 
annual report to the President, 
After giving a brief review of the 
condition of the navy as it will ex- 
ist on the 4th day of March, 1889 
in comparison with the same as it 
existed on the 4th of March, 1885 
and farnishing’a list of the armored 
vessels heretofore authorized by 
Congress, the Secretary says: “So 
far as armored ships are concerned 
the subject is to be treated ina 
broad way by the Department and 
Congress. At the present time the 
conditions are such that every- 
thing necessary to a first-class 
fighting ship can be produced and 
furnished to the Department in 
this country as soon as in the 
course of construction any element 
or feature is required ; but this has 
never until the present time been 
true: therefore the consideration 


of the su * 8 has been necessarily 
postponed by the Department un- 
til the present time. The efforts of 
the Department iv ship construc- 
tion have necessarily, since March 
1885, been devoted to unarmored 
vessels The Department is able 
to report that when the ships in 
course of construction, and those 
authorized shall be completed the 
United States will rank second 
among the natiohs in the posses- 
sion of unarmed cruisers, er “ com- 
merce destroyers,” having the highb- 
est characteristics, viz: of size, 
3,000 tons and upward, and pos- 
sessing a speed of nineteen knots 
and upwards.
